Aspnyxiatina Bombs. 
Paris, April 24.—The asphyxiating 
bombs used, by the Germans in their 
attack near Ypres were - thrown at 
numerous points along a front of three 
miles, according to information that 
has been brought to Paris. The con- 
tents of these missiles was largely 
chloride mixed with other chemicals. 


The Germans threw these, bombs 
when the wind

j trenches. The fumes caused uncom- 
parable breathing and the smarting 
of the eyes for distance of nearly two 
miles behind the trenches, and they 
were so powerful that the Germans 
hart to wait themselves a consider- 
able time before they could occuoy 
-the pvacuated trenches. 


During this delay the French tfoops 


recovered, and delivered a. counter at- 
tack and regained most of the ground 
lost. The German supply o£ chloride

"Chicago, St. Louis .and Gulf Trans- 
portation officials! say. that, the barge 
service dowa the. Mississippi.'will be- 
gin May 1, .with one -power and seven 
steel barges, which will be increased 
during the 
season to three packets 
and over sixty barges. 
Freight will 
go by rail to LaSalle, instead of 
through drainage canal ,as originally 
intended, and. a belt line will be built 
around LaSalle to.connect the twelve 
rail lines." 


A general movement, of which the 
above plans are-a part,- is in progress 
along the upper Mississippi river to 
have the ports supply dockage facili- 
ties for the proposed new freight ser- 
vice, and LaCrosse, as the principal 
Wisconsin port, 
has ulready begun 
steps to build municipal docks, which 
are a requisite precedent to any 
restoration of river traffic. 
It seems 
to be a necessary public work because 
or the prohibitive cost of such advan- 
tages to any private enterprise. 
In nothing is Wisconsin richer in 
natural'resources than water, aiid her 
ultimate greatness as a common- 
wealth will be found to hinge upon 
the fact that she has 1,000 miles of 
navigable water on her borders, and 
more than 1,000 miles -of potential 
interior 
water 
for 
transportation 


whenever rivers like the Wisconsin, 
Fox, RocTc, 
and 
Chippewa are im- 
.proved. 


If the interior empire of the Missis- 
sippi Basin is to reap any large re- 
ward from the Panama canal, it must 
reach it by water with its cheap and 
bulky products. 
It is a favorite thing with some peo-
